meth all the Talmud: And ſo ſaith Le- 
uita Hattalmudh nchhlak,&c. The Tal- 
mud i dinided into two parts,the one part 
ij called Miſhneh, and the other part 10 
called de mara, and theſe two together, are 


called the Talmud. This in the lewes 
Councell 
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Councell of Trent, the foundationand 
groundworke of their religion. Far 
they belecuc the Scripture as the Tal. 
mud beleeues.for they holdthem of e. 
quall authority: Rabbi Tanchum ile 
ſonne of Hanilai ſaith, let a man alwaits 
part by life into three parts. A thin 
part for the Scriptures, a third part fat 
Miſhneh, and a third part for Gemar, 
Two for one, two parts for the Tak.

This great i 
brary of the Iewes is much alike, ſuck 
another worke vpon the old Teſta 
ment, as Thomas Aquinas his Catens 
aurea is vpon the new. For this is the 
ſumme of all their Doctors conceits 
and deſcants vpon the law, as his is 4 
collection of all the Fathers explicatis 
ons and comments vpon the Goſpels. 
For matter it is much like Origen 
bookes of old, vbi bent nemo melius, s 
and where they write well, none bettet;

tions this tongue needeth none, then 
what it hath of its ſelſe, namely, for 
Sanctitie it was the tongue of God, 
and for Antiquitie it was the tongue 
of Adam: God the firſt founder, and 4. 
dam the firſt ſpeaker of it. In this tong 
were laid vp the myſteries of the old 
Teſtament. It begun with the world 
and the Church, and continued & in. 
creaſed in glory, till y captiuitie in Ba- 
bel, which was a Babel to N 
and brought to confuſion. this 
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eſcaped without ruine. At their te. 
turne, it was in ſome kinde repaired, 

but farre from former perſection. The 
holy Scriptures veiwed by Ezr4, a 

ſcribe fit-for the kingdome of heauen, 

in whoſe treaſure wete things new 

and old. In the Maccabean times all 

went to ruine, language and laws and 
all loſt: and ſince that time to this day, 
the pure Hebrew hath loſt her fami- 
liaritie, being onelyknowne by ſchol. 
lers or at leaſt not without teaching. 
Our Sauiours times ſpake the Syrian, 
Kepha, Gol gotha, Talitha, and other 
words do witneſſe; In aſtertimes the 
vnwearied Maſorites aroſe, helpers to 
preſerue the Bible Hebrew intire, and . 
Grammarians helpers to preſerue the 
Idiome aliuezbut for reſtoring it to the 
old familiaritie, neither of them 
could preuaile. For, the Iewes haue 
at this day no abiding citie, no Com. 
mon wealth, no proper tongue, bu 
ſpcake as the countries herein the) 
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Miſcellanies. 
moſt nice is gone, and this groat they 
haue loſt. As the man in Seneca that 
through ficknes loſt his memorie; and 
forgot his own name;ſo they for their 
fin haue loſt their language, and for. 
got their own tongue. Their Cain like 
wandring, after the murther of their 
brother, according to the fleſh,Chrift 
Teſus, hath loſt them this precious 
marke of Gods ſauour, and branded 
them with a worſe marke: Canterio 
conſpirations antique , as ſaith Saint 
Bernard in another caſe. Before the 
coafuſion of tongues all the world 
 ſpake their tongue and no other, but 
ſince the confuſton of the leres, they 
ſpeake the language of all the world, 
and not their ow ne. Andthat ĩt is not 
with them ſp, onely of late, but hath 
been long; T heoduret beareth witneſſe 
in theſe words. Other nations ( ſaith he) 
baue their children ſpeaking quickly in 
their owne_z mother tongue. Howbett,
